President Roosevelt, in Washington 
for a few hours between election cam- 
paign trips, listened attentively to the 
principal objectives of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars for the coming year as 
outlined in the resolutions adopted at 
Denver. 








Kearney called the attention of the 
President to the fact that the Denver 
Encampment had taken no action to- 
wards a demand for general -pensions, 
despite the propaganda of anti-veter- 
an groups that this would be the next 
objective for orgarlized veterandom 
following cash payment of the so-called 
bonus. The Veterans of Foreign Wars’ 
leaders also informed the chief execu- 
tive of the nation that this organiza- 
tion was difinitely on record in favor 
of adequate pensions for the widows 
and orphans of deceased world war vet- 
erans and that the VFW favors a liber- 
alization of disability compensation reg- 
ulations based on length, type and cir- 
cumstances of service.
